A Portable Hammock applicable also as a Bathing Tent,

manner the vsauie is to be perforiued, to be particularly described and ascef- 
taiucd in and by the iollowin^^ statement: — 
a This invention rehites to a portable hammock a])pli(:able i\ho as a batliiug 
tent. 

Tlie 'objc(!fc ot the invention is the improved coiistruetion ot parts as herein- 
after described and illustrated by llie accompanying^- isheeis of drawings in 

which : — . . . . - 

10 Figure 1 is a perspective view showing the application of the invention whGn 
used as a hammock. 

Figure 2 is a plan view of the frame members of the hammock when folded 
ready for carrying. 

Figure 8 is a plan view of the seating of the hammock folded; and, 
15 Figure 4 is a perspective view showing the hammock converted into a bathing 
tent. 

Like letters of reference indicate corresponding parts in the vseveral figures. 
In carrying out the invention, the hammock comprises bottom frame 
members a, a} suitably braced together and cross members A, ; c, the outer 

20 ends of said members h, c being braced together at and the outer ends of tho 
members ¥y • braced together at Avliilst the inner ends of said 

members 6*; c, are pivoted at c to the bottom frame members a, 

The cross members 6S which are detachably connected together at by 
means of thumb screws, pins or equivalent devices when the hammock is open, 

25 are supported from the bottom frame members a, a} by means of etays /, /\ 
whilst the cross members ft, c are supported by struts f/ pivotally mounted 
on sai,d cross members ft, c and engaging at their outer ends in grooves or 
notches li, h} in the cross members ftS as clearly shown in Figure 1. 

On rods j connecting the outer ends of the cross members are mounted a 

30 series of rings .ifc (best vseen in Figure 2) for tlic engagement therewith of 
hooks m provided on the opposite ends of the seating n, which seating ?i is forined 
of canvas and of such a length that when the framework or members forming 
the hammock are arranged to form ihe framework of the tent it will, when 
hitched to said framework, form the sides and back of the tent, but when used 

3o as a seating will be folded in five thicknesses to the shape shown in Figure 3. 

The canopy o, which is supported, as xsliown in Fignie 1, by sui)ports p kept 
' in their upright position by straps or the like q, is formed double so that when 
used in conjunction with, ihe tent it forms the roof and door flap r of said 
tent— sec Figure 4,' . i:;! 

40 When it is re<|uired to convoit the iKunmock into a baihing te])t, then the 
ficrews, pins or the like connecting tlie cross nicmbcrs ft, ft^ ; togctlier are 

, ^ withdrawn, as also are the screws, pins or the like f\ p which connect the 
stays /, with the cross members ftS c^, the cross members are^ then, swung 
(the canopj'^ having first of all been removed) on their pivots e irito the vertical 

45 position as in Figure 4; the^stays^./, are theii secured by their screws, pins 
or the like to cross - members ft, J c .at the .points /''^ keeping said cross 
members in an upright position. The struts g)^ are then swung upwards and 
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rest oil the side parts of the top frame, which side parts are formed by the 
canopy 6upi>orts 'p, Tlicse «upi)orts p each consist of a iiiunber of thin rod« 
pivotally connected together, the first rod of each support heiu*^- pivotally secured 
to its corresponding- cross nunnbcr so us to fold up as in Figures 1 and 2 or 
open out as in Figure 4, and when opened out the extreiue ends of the hist 5 
sections are screwed together at p^. 

To prevent the tent swaying xsideways, the bottom nienibeis a, it} are cacli 
provided with a fiat metal bar pivoted in an}^ vsuitablc manner on said bottom 
members and adapted to be swung outwards and at right angles to the members 
so as to rest on the ground, said bars x being pinned to the ground by pins 10 
which pins t are uormalh^ carried on the cross bar of tlie lower frame. 

The tent is furtlier stayed by means of ropes or the like u connecting up 
tlie central fastening p^ of tlie rods p with the bars s as in Figure 4 and also 
by means of straps or the like connecting the ends of the bottom 

members a, a} and the cross members V, cK 15 

The seat n having been unfolded is then hitched on to the top frame by means 
of the top row of hooks vb sliowu in Figure W and the canopy o placed in 
position on the top frame and the tent completed. 

A reversal of the above actions will, as will be readily understood, convert the 
tent back to a hammock again, 20 

Having now particularly described and ascertained the nature of my said 
invention and in what manner tlie same is to be performed, I declare that what 
I claim is : — 

1. In a portable hammock applicable also as a bathing tent, bottom fram^ 
members, cross frame members detachably secured together and pivotally 25 
secured at their inner ends to said lower frame members, stays supporting from 
the lower frame the outer ends of two of said cross members and struts sup- 
porting from the inner end of said cross members the outer ends of the other 
cross members, a seating dctachablj^ secured to rods connecting the cross 
members and a canopy detacliably supi>orted from the cross members substan- 30 
tially as described herein and illustrated. 

2. In a portable hammock applicable also as a bathing tent and as covered 
by the preceding claim, a seating formed from a length of canvas which lengtli 
when folded on itself forms a seat but when opened out forms a covering for 
the sides and back of the tent substantially as herein described. 35 

3. Ill a portable hammock applicable also as a bathing tent and as covered by 
the preceding claims, a two-fold canopy substantially as and for the purpose 
set forth. 

4. In portable hammocks applicable also as bathing tents and as covered b3^ 
the preceding claims, supports formed of a number of thin rods pivotally secured 40 
together and by the tirst rods of such vsupport to their corresponding cross 
members substantially as and for the purposes set forth. . 

5. The combined portable hammock and bathing tent substantially as herein 
described and illustrated in the accompanying draAvings.
